Washington, May 30 — Under the 
allotment of anthracite coal for the 
year ending next April, announced 
yesterday by the Fuel Administration, 
the supply to the trann Mississippi 
territory and the twenty-four South- 
ern and Western States has been 
entirely discontinued. The allotments 
to the Central and Northwestern 
States and Canada liavr been de- 
creased and those lo the New Eng- 
land and Atlantic Slates increased. 

The total production of anthracite 
coal for the coming year ta ce**rrn*- 
ed at M», 0O0.000 tons. Part of this 
is to be used at the mines, part by 
the railroads und industrial plants, 
and the Army and Navy needs are to 
be supplied 

This curtailment of anthracite will 
necessitate an m.n i.c.l |<i minc'ioii 
of bituminous, or soft, coal and the 
mines in this field will be taxed to cap- 
acity to supply those who have here- 
tofore been regular users of hard
